Sir Harry Johr- 
ston has given an admirable account 
of the dwarf negrilloes—so-called to 
Cistinguish them from the negritoes . 
of the Philippines and Andaman 
Isiamds—whomn he encountered in his 
travels. and the string of epithets 
which he applies to them are “ prog- 
wMathous,, beetling-browed, — short- - 
legged. long-armied, and apelike.” 
Some of his photographs fully justify 
this rather uncomplimentary descrip- 
tion. and when they squat on the 
grouzd to take: their meals these . 
Pygmies are hardly distinguishable 
from a company of apes. “And yet we 
are told that they are much more in- 
telligent than the big nesto. tribes 
living in their vicinity. and Have a 
highly-developed sense of humour, 
which endows them with some of the 
agreeable traits of Puck and Robin 
Goodfellow. Sir Harry Jobinstoa’s 
Pygmies were usually abour 4ft.
